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LET JUSTICE BE EVEN HANDED. 








Michael Tobin, of the regular army, who shot 
and killed his fellow seldier Albers, the alleged 
debaucher of his wife, in the West Puint barracks 
jast February, has been sentenced to be hanged 
for his offense against the Jaws of the land. 

Thie is all right io the abstract, but there are 
attendant circumstances which should be scruti- 
nized to see if they admit of any modifying in- 
fluence in the premisss. Take the fact that 
Tobin in shooting Albers was acting 
under one of the most powerful 
provocations, that can frenzy a human heart, the 
discovery of the infidelity of his wife, and the 
other fact that such circumstance has been 
admitted time and again in courts of Justice to 
be a palliating one, so often. indeed, as to be 
virtually recognized as a justification of the deed 
iu law, that numerous cases may be mentioned 
of men ina higher walk of life who have not been 
deprived of life or liberty for a precisely simi- 
lar offense, with nothing whatever to entitle 
them to such special dispensation tv kill unless 
it be their superior wealth or social standing. 
Where, then, it may well be asked, ie the justice 
in this special severity in the case of the 
humble, but tried and true soldier, Michael 
Tobin? Is not his life worth as much in the 
eyes of the law? Or is not the houur of his home 
acknowledged to possess the va'ue of that of 
more luxurious ones that his life should be fur- 
feited because he has avenged its desecration as 
other men have done and as other men will do as 
long as men remain men ? 

We humbly zubmit that these questions merit 
the careful consideration of the legal authorities 
and of the public, and we trust they may speedily 
receive it to the effect of saving the life of this

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The Wertheimer Mystery. 


Tho mystery attending the disappearance of 
Mrs. Wertheimer, at Fort Washington, N. Y., was 
cleared up on Monday, ist inst., by the discovery 
of the body of the unfortunate lady floating in 
the river just opposite Yonkers, about two miles 
above the spot where she was lastseen. It will 
be remembered that Mrs. Wertheimer dis- 
appeared suddenly and unaccountably from the 
West End Hotel at Fort Washington, on Tues 
day, June 25th. Foul play was at first suspected 
from the fact that she had on her person a large 
amount of valuable jewelry, and outrage was 
even feared. This theory seemed more plaus- 
able when a parasol and a pair of gloves which 
she had carried in her hands when she started 
out from the hotel ostensibly to look for her 
children, were found near the spot where she 
had last been seen. A negro of the vicinity was 
for a time under suspicion, but later this gave 
way toa belief that she had either committed 
suicide or had slipped into the river while trying 
to descend a steep and slippery rock to the 
water’s edge and drowned. 

Some there were, however, and among them 
was her husband, who maintained that she had 
been dealt with foully, and the parasol and hat 
placed on the shore for the purpose of suggest- 
ing suicide. On the latter supposition search- 
ing parties traversed the woods on Thursday 
and Friday, and a submarine diver closely ex- 
amined the bottom of the river for hundreds of 
yards above and below the point where the 
articles had been found. During most of this 
time the husband, the father and the brothers 
sat on the bank and watched the operations 
of the diver. On Sunday charges of nitro-glyce- 
rine were exploded at the bottom of the river 
with the hope of raising the body to the surface.

by two boys, John Reed and William Dillon, 
who informed Officer Reynolds, of the local 
police force, and he succeeded in drawing it 
ashore; the remains were identified, and the 
news was at once telegraphed to this city.

The trial of an aggravated assault and battery

Irving bears the reputation of a close and at- 
tentive man of business, scrupulously exact in 
all his transactions. In society he has generally 
been looked upon as a man ef principle. He is 
a man about sixty years of sge; his face is 
shriveled, and there is an air about him that 
one would naturally suppose to be repulsive to 
young and inexperienced femininity. He was 
neatly attired, and seemed to treat the matter as 
one of but minor importance. 

Emma Baker is not quite fourteen years old, 
but her figure has now become so mature and 
womanly that it appears quite at variance with 
the gentle, childish face shaded by dark hair, 
beneath which a pair of soft brown eyes look 
out. She was accompanied by her mother, Mrs. 
Emma Baker, of 49 West Third street, who gazed 
with a steadfast and

She is apparently about forty years of age, and, 
judging from emaciated form and wrinkled brow, 
has thus far passed through a life of anxivty and 
trouble. She is of an exceedingly nervous dis- 
position, and during the examination was with 
difficulty restrained from venting her wrath in 
the bitterest denunciation of the prisoner. 

Irving had a couple of friends with him, and 
when all had taken seats in the examination 
room Judge Murray began te hear the complain- 
ant’s testimony.

Her memory of dates was simply marvel- 
ous. She gave her evidence slowly and dis- 
tinctly, and with an appearance of frankness that 
carried conviction. 

‘¢T was thirteen years old on the 7th of Octo- 
ber last,” she said, in answer to the usual que- 
ries, “‘and I live with my mother at 49 West 
Third street; Mr. Irving lived next door, and it

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MURDER OR ACCIDENT. 


Mysterious Stabbing Affair Between 
Two Brothers Which the Probably 
Fatally Wounded Man Thinks was 
Nobody’s Business. 


The police of the Sixth precinct, Brooklyn, 
were notified early on Sunday morning, 30th 
ult., that a man had attempted suicide at 39 
South Sixth street. Sergeant Brennan at once 
went to investigate the affair, and found that 
John D. Wright, thirty-five years of age, was 
suffering from a probably fatal cut in the abdo- 
men. Doctors 8. J. Brady, Palmer and Zehoften 
were in attendance, dressing the wound and re- 
placing the intestines of the wounded man. 

Mr. John J. Wright, the father, stated that bis 
son had accidentally cut himself while paring his 
corns, and 60 all the family eaid with but little 
variation, but that little variation served to 
satisfy Sergeant Brennan that the truth was not 
being told. Taking the members of the family 
separately into the adjoining kitcher, the ser- 
geant began questioning them. When the in- 
jured man heard the sergeant talking to his 
mother, he called out: 

**It is‘none of his business. 

“t CUT MYSELF.” 

The brother, Walter, was questioned, and 
seemed quite nervous. He said: 

“I don’t carry a knife, and had no reason to 
cut John.” 

Notwithstanding young Wright’s declaration 
he was arrested, and Coroner Nolan was sum- 
moned to take the dying man’s sntemortem 
statement. 

Wright, believing that he must die, told the 
follawing story, which was taken down in writing 
by Coroner Nolan : 

“ This ie my dying statement, made of my owa 
free will, and without any hupe or expectation of 
my recovery from my present injuries. I was 
working on board a schooner at the Empire 
stores, near the foot of Main street, Brooklyn. 
I was a cook on the schooner. I have been in 
the United States Marine Corps off and on for 
the last thirteen years. I came home about 8 
P. M., On the 29th inst. I sat down and talked 
with my father for about ten or fifteen minutes 
in regard to the 

VESSEL THAT I WAS WORKING ON. 
I was on the Speedwell. I went to the barber 
and got my haircut. I got back about 9 p. ». 
I was under the influence of liquor when I came 
back at 9 o'clock. I was sitting in the back 
kitchen when my brother Walter came down 
from up-stairs and sat in the front basement. 
We were jokiog about my getting my hair cut so 
short. I made the remark that I would come in 
and slap hie face if he did not stop his juking. I 
made that remark in a joking way. The gas was 
not lighted in the front basement. My brother 
Walter had a small pen-knife in his hand that he 
had been paring his’ corns witb. As I came in 
the front basement I ran up against the knife. I 
was cut in the abdomen about a couple of inches 
in length ; the cut penetrated the stomach, and 
my entrails protruded. I exonerate my brother 
from all blame, as it was my own fault. I ex- 
onerate him because I think he had no intention 
of cutting me, and I ran against the knife he had 
in his hand. The doctor was sent for and 
dressed my wounds. Nobody has asked me to 
make this statement. My brother and myself 
NEVER HAD ANY SERIOUS TROUBLE BEFORE. 

We had little squabbles, but they never amounted 
to anything much; never had any bad feeling 
against him, nor have now. I know he was par- 
ing his corns with the knife, because he bor- 
rowed it from father for that purpose. I heard 
him say when he came down-stairs before I was 
cut, that he was paring his corns. I never knew 
him to cut anybody before. My brother Walter 
was not under the influence of liquor at the time 
he cut me.” 

The surgeons eay it is impossible that the 
wound could have been inflicted as described 
with the small pocket-knife which was used, as 
the cut is a clean and deep one,and of such a 
length that considerable strength must have 
been used to make it. 

The police say that the brothers frequently 
quarreled, and that Walter, although not so 
much under the influence of liquor as the 
wounded man, was certainly not entirely sober 
at the time he held the knife. 











“ Nigger Sam's” Hide. 

It is stated to be a fact that the skin of Steen- 
burgh, the murderer, was sent by the Albany 
medical students to a tannery in Greenbush to 
be cured. The Columbus Lnquirer-Sun re- 
marke upon the matter as follows: We alluded, 
yesterday, to the fact that we have just received 
from Albany, N. Y.,a letter containing a piece 
of thin, porous leather, said to have been tanned 
from a nogro’s hide. I is about an inch square 
and of a lusterless black. That a negro’s hide 
was tanned in New York seems to be a certainty. 
The body was that of a negro named Steenburgh, 
who was hung for murder. The students of the 
Medical College at Albany skinned the body and 
sent the hide toa tannery to be made into leather 
for preservation.

A HUSBAND’S JEALOUSY, 





Which Proves Only Too Well Founded, 
Fires Him to the Murder of his 
Wife and her Paramour.

San Francisco, Juoe 22.—Shortly before 6 
o’clock yesterday afternoon the people living on 
Clara street, between Fifth and Sixth streets, 
were startled with a rumor that one of those 
horrible murders which now and then startle a 
whole community by their atrocity had been 
committed in the house of one of their neighbors 
in broad daylight. The house in which the 
crime was committed ie 262 Clara street. It is 
owued by Eimond Ganrahan, who occupies the 
upper story ae a dwelling, the front rooms on 
the ground floor being rented to a German 
family. The rear rooms on the ground floor are 
vacant. It was in these rooms that a double 
murder was committed yesterday, Edmond 
Hanrahan being the murderer, and Mary Han- 
rahan, his wife, and Michael Sheehan, his 
cousin, being the victims. The first alarm was 
given by a nurse employed in the front ruoms on 
the ground floor, who heard a noise of persons 

QUARRELING IN THE BACK ROOM. 

She called to people on the street, who ran in 
by the back door through the kitchen into a room 
ten feet wide by eleven feet long, with one win- 
dow at the rear side of the room. Hanrahan was 
standing in the centre of the room, still holding 
in hie hand an ordinary wood ax, with which he 
had done his fearful work. Lying in the centre 
of the room, on her back, was Mary Hanrahan, 


apparently dead from two frightful cuts on the 
head. Inone corner of the room, with his feet 
almost touching those of the woman, was Michael 
Sheehan. His face was turned to the wall, and 
the right side of his head, which reated ona 
coat rolled up for a pillow, seemed to have been 
completely beaten tu a jelly by the blows of the 
murderer. The floor was covered with blood, 
which had settled in pools and was slowly soak- 
ing into the pine boards of the uncovered fivor. 
The walls above Sheehan’s head were all be- 
spattered with gore and brains of the unfortu- 
nate man, who had apparently been beaten down 
as he attempted to rise. The murderer, in his 
haste, had evidently struck at random repeat- 
edly, for the walls showed the marks of the ax 
plainly, the plastering being knocked out in two 
places, and one glancing blow having cut outa 
shaving as though it had been 
DONE WITH A SHARP KNIFE. 
Another blow had chipped out a large piece from 
the window aill. 
The only eye-witness of any part of the bloody 
work was Willie Hanrahan, son of the murderex;, 
about nine years of age, who was found at the 
house of John Kane, on Folsom street, near 
Tenth. He says thatafew minutes before six 
o’clock a woman employed as a nurse for the 
German lady who occupies the front room on 
the lower floor came to the door and called to 
him, telling him that his father and mother were 
fighting. He ran around to the back of the 
house and went through’ the kitchen into the 
room where the murder was committed. His 
mother was lying on the floor and his father 
standing over Sheehan, who was lying with his 
head in the corner. Ashe came into the room 
he saw his father strike Sheehan twice with the 
ax. He was so excited and terrified that he 
could not remember the sequence of events after 
that, but recollects that a man and boy went up- 
stairs and brought down a mattress, on which 
the bodies were placed. Several of the neigh- 
bors came in and took care of the bodies. His 
father has been drinking all the week and has 
quarreled with his wife because she encouraged 
Sheehan 
TO HANG ABOUT THE- HOUSE. 
While pursuing his investigation in the crowd 
a man, whose shirt was covered with blood, was 
pointed out as being one of the firet to 
enter the house. This man makes the statement 
which follows, but positively declined to give his 
name, as he was a poor man, working for $1 a 
day, and did not want to lose any time in being 
called as a witness. Noone around could give 
his name. He said: This evening, at about 
twenty minutes to six, 1 was walking up Clara 
street, on my way home from work. As I was 
passing 26274 I heard loud moans and the sound 
of some one gasping for breath. Suspecting that 
all was not right I opened the side gate and pro- 
ceeded to the rear of the house, accompanied by 
two men and a boy, who, like myself, were at- 
tracted by the moaning on the inside. We went 
through the kitchen and entered a small room, 


@ man and a woman, both covered with blood, 
were lying teet to feet, his head under a window 
in the corner, and their bodies extending dia- 
gonally across the room. She was on her side 
with her face turned toward an inner door, 
which was closed. Her bo.ty was bent forward 
and one of her feet rested on the man’s ankles. 
The room was entirely empty. 

The woman had five gashes on her head. Her 


skull was fractured and 
HER BRAINS WERE OOZING OUT. 
The man was badly bruised on the head and his 


left leg was nearly severed by a cut from an ax. 

There was a cut about four inches deep extend- 

ing upward from his right temple. We immedi- 

ately sent for a physician, who soon arrived and 

dressed the wounds. 

While thie was being done, the wounded 

woman’s daughter came into the room, shrieking 

and crying out, “‘Is my poor mother going to 
die?” Hearing this, the mother opened her 
eyes and rolled them as in greatagony. She did 

not speak, and ina few moments again closed 
her eyes. The doctor said ehe was certain to 
die, but might live some time. We placed her 
upon a mattress which was brought from an ad- 
joining room. 

Tho man was lying on his left side, with the 
wound on bis head uppermost. He was moan- 
ing aud gasping loudly for breath, but was un- 
able to speak. His face was very much die- 
torted. 

The police officers who had come to the house 
concluded to move the dying persons to the city 
hospital, and for thie purpose procured an ex- 
press wagon. We picked the woman up, I taking 
her under the arms and supporting her head. 
Before we reached the street she died in our 
arms. We placed her in the wagon, but at the 
request of her daughter removed her again to 
the house to await the arrival of the coroner. 
The man was then carried to the wagon and 


shortly afterward 
TAKEN TO THE HOSPITAL. 
Before the physician arrived I made a 


search for the instrument with which the mur- 
der had been committed. I went into the yard 
of the adjoining house, occupied by Mrs. Barry, 
sister ot the murdered woman, and was told by 
that lady that the ax wasin the house. I went 
in and found an ax, covered with blood, leaning 
against the wall in the corner ofan empty room ; 
took it toa police officer ; after the bodies were 
removed the murderer was brought into the yard 
of 262 by the arresting officers; he would not 
enter the house; when asked why he did the 
deed, he replied, “I did it ;" he was very cooily 
smoking a pipe and appeared to be sober. 
In an interview with a reporter Hanrahan be- 
trayed the fact that the motive of the crime was 
jealousy. Henever had had suspicion of his wife’s 
infidelity until recently ; Sheehan had been a 
visitor daily during the past week ; yesterday 
afternoon Hanrahan detected his wife and Shee- 
han in criminal relations and called in her sister 
(Mre. Barry, living next door,) as a witness. 
Again, in the afternoon, he detected the parties 
Hagrante deiictu and called in Mr. Danning, living 
across the way, as a witness to that situation. 


Murdered for a Trifle. 


(Subiect of Illustration. | 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 1.—At four o’clock this 
afternoon a shooting affray occurred on the cor- 
ner of Fifth and Elm etreets. It has created the 
wildest excitement throughout the city. 
Jules Rosier, a traveling salesman for Dozier, 
Weyle & Co., bakers, while under the influence 
of liquor, reeled along the street, and, coming 
up with Gus and Henry Berning, two brothers, 
who were standing at the above locality, reeled 
against them, and caught hold of one (Gus) for 
support, whereupon the latter drew a pistol and 
shot him through thechest. The wounded man 
turned a short distance as if to board a car, but 
his strength failed, and he fell upon the ground 
covered with blood. He was taken up and con- 
veyed to the hospital, when it was ascertained 
that the ball had gone straight through the 
chest, grazing the heart and causing a wound 
from which death must ensue before morning. 
The ball wae fired from a 44-calibre Derringer. 
Berning, who is a professional gambler, was 
arrested and locked up at the police station. In 
regard to the affair he gave the following state- 
ment: 
‘I and my brother Henry were walking up the 
street arm in arm. When we were just in front of 
White Carroll’s saloon that man came up and 
caught us both by the arm. Henry shoved him 
off and sterped to one side. The man then 
turned upon me and exclaimed: ‘ You s—n of a 
b—h, I'll give it to you.’ Seeing that he held 
his hand in his coat pocket, I asked, ‘What's 
that you have got in that pocket?’ to which he 
answered, ‘I'll show you what it is; I’ll give it 
to you, you s—n ofa b—h.’ Sosaying, he sprang 
toward me with an open pocket-knife. I threw 
up my hand, and caught him so (showing a smal] 
scratch on his arm, which might have been 
made with the finger nail). I thought he was 
coming again. I had a ‘gun’ in my pocket, and 
used it.”

Results of a Forced Marriage. 


JANESVILLE, Wis., June 28.—A very curious 
case is now engaging the attention of the circuit 
court here. The parties are from Rochester, 
N. Y., and the action is brought to set aside a 
marriage contracted in Kenosha, Wis., in 1874. 
The case comes to this county on a change of 
venue from the Kenosha county circuit on ac- 
count of alleged prejudice of the judge. The 
plaintiff, James E. Johnson, is a rather stylish- 
looking young man of light complexion and 
rather pleasant manners, the son of Almeron 
Johnson,a wealthy boot and shoe manufacturer of 
Rochester, N. Y. James was 21 years of age last 
February. He says that when but17 years of 
age, in the city of Rochester, he became unduly 
intimate with the defendant, whose maiden 
name was Isabella Wilkenson. When James 
found out that certain natural consequences of 
his intimacy with Miss Wilkenson would proba- 
bly follow, he went to Chicago, where in August, 
1874, Isabella followed him, and by the aid of two 
detectives discovered his residence. He went 
with the detectives to headquarters, where Miss 
Wilkenson awaited him. An application was 
made to the city clerk fora marriage license, 
which that official informed them he could not 
give, as under the law of Illinois, they were too 
young. They then went, Detective Simmons ac- 
companying them,*to Kenosha, Wis., where they

SHAMED BY BIS VICTIM’S NOBLENESS 





(Subject of Illustration. } 

The vicinity of Fulton and Nassau streets, 
this city, was startled out of its usual routive of 
rushing but peaceful business activity shortly 
after noon on Tuesday, 2d inet., by the re. 
port of a pistol. Almost instantaneously 
@® man was eeen to fall in front of the 
Commercial Advertiser cffice. One crowd gath- 
ered around him, while another followed the 
man who had fired the ehot and who was rapidly 
disappearing down Fulton street, in the direc- 
tion of the ferry. 

Officer Jeremiah Sweeney, of the First pre- 
cinct, paid his attention to the wounded man, 
who was bleeding fearfully, and soon had him 
placed in a coach and tenderly moved him tothe 
First precinct police station in New street. 
Officer Coulter, of the Fourth precinct, caught 
Howell at the corner of Fulton and Water streets, 
at the very time that Inspector Murray happened 
to pass by, and the two soon disarmed him and 
took him before Captain Caffrey, at the New 
atreet police station. He was dressed in a light 
eummer suit, white neck-tie and standing collar, 
and upon being searched by the officers at the 
station house 

EXHIBITED GREAT COOLNESS. 
In reply to the ueual questions he stated that he 
had been born in England, resided now at 45 
Weat 128th street ; was formerly employed by 
“his brother, who representa the firm of John 
Thompeon « Co., iron commission merchants, at 
32 Pine street; had been discharged by his 
brother, owing to representations made by James 
P. Deering, the young man whom be had shot. 
*‘[ had made up my mind, Captain,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ to do one of two things : either to shoot 
myself or to shoot Deering. Iam out of work, 
out of money and soon would have been out of a 
home. To-day I accidentally saw Deering com- 
iog from the General Post Office, on his way to 
Pine street. I followed him through Fulton 
street, and when at the corner of Nassau street 
I pulled out the pistol, shot him and ran.” 

The prisoner was then led into the back room, 
where his victim lay. On eeeing Deering lying 
pale and bleeding on the stretcher, Howell’s self- 
possession forsook him. He turned away and 
tears filled his eyes. “Good God, did I do 
this?” he exclaimed. Then turning to Deering, 
he said : ‘“‘ James, I am sorry for this ; 

‘WILL YOU FORGIVE ME?” 
He knelt by Deering’s couch, and during their 
embrace the wounded man gasped out, “If you 


did this George, I am sorry. It I die I hope 


they will not prosecute you.” During this scene 
Mr. W. H. Howell entered the room. He would 
not speak to his brother, but whispered a few 
words that were heard only by Deering, to which 
the latter answered only ‘‘ Thank you.” 

The prisoner was taken into Captain Caftrey’s 
room. His brother’s coldness seemed to have 
restored his self-posession and audacity. He 
repeated that he had shot Deering because he 
had stood between him and a living. When 
asked by Captain Caffrey if he was not sorry, he 
answered, “Yes; I’m sorry! shot him on my 
mother’s account. It willbreak her heart.” In- 
spector Murray then asked if there was any dis- 
pute or quarreg between him and Deering. 
‘“No,” the prisoner answered, cool as an ice- 
berg. ‘‘My brother discharged me and gave 
him the place. When my brother told me Mon- 
day that I must find another home, I made up 
my mind 

‘© FITHER TO KILL MYSELF OR HIM.” 

The bullet entered Deering’s back at the 
fourth rib, just below and to the right of the left 
shoulder-blade® If it took a direct course across 
the thoracic cavity the pbysicians say that they 
connot see how both heart and lungs escaped an 
instantly fatal wound. Dr. Davis would have 
taken Deering to the hospital, but he protested 
and insisted so strenuously upon being taken 
home thst he was given his own way and sent 
home in a carriage in charge of an officer. His 
mother met the officer supporting him at her 
door. As the young man has been consumptive 
and ailing for a year she ran to meet him, 
imagining that he had been overcome by the 
heat. ‘I’ve been shot, mother; don’t worry,” 
he whispered, as he fainted on the dcor-step 
Dr. Fluhrer was summoned and made as 
thorough an exploration of the wound as he 
could without probing. He is of the opinion that 

; he lung is not mortally wounded, and that 
danger is only to be feared from pleurisy or 








pneumonia, either of which with Deering’s weak 
constitution would probably terminate fatally. 

Mr. W. H. Howell had very little to say for his 
brother. He said that the boy had never been 
regularly in the employ of the firm. On the 
contrary, all his support tor the last two years 
had been drawn from his own private purse. 
George was wild, inattentive and untrustworthy, 
but not inherently vicious. The embezzlement, 
which his brother admitted as the cause of his 
dischafge, was too trifling to mention. What 
had excited his wrath was that during hie 
absence in California, George, inatead of staying 
at home at night and being some protection to 
the house, was often out until daybreak. Then 
the discovery of his intrigues with women and 
of his methods for obtaining money to support 
bis vices had filled the cup too fall. 

The would-be assassin was taken before Justice 
Morgan, at the Tombs, late in the afternoon and 
committed to await the result of Deering’s 
wound. 


Sentence of Train Rebbers. 


TorgeKa, Kan., June 29.—The parties who at- 
tempted to rob the railroad train at Kinsley last 
January have had their trial and been sentenced 
to five years each in the state prison. One of 
the number, named Rudebangh, turned state’e 
evidence, and the others were convicted on his 
testimony. The confession of Rudebaugh was 
quite fall and explicit, detailing the whole plan 
of the proposed robbery. He ssys the first at- 
tempt was to have been made at Dodge City, but 
failed on account of a snow storm. The party 
making the attack at Kingsley numbered six 
persons, Mike Roach being leader. All of them 
are young men and residents of the country. 
The following is Rudebaugh’s account of the at- 
tack upon the train at Kineley and the events 
succteding it: West and Dement got on the 
engine ; Roach, Green and me were to get into 
the express car. When the engine got opposite 
to us, Kincade made a sudden jump, landing in 
front of the cow-catcher, barely missing it, and 
got on the other side of the engine. Then Weat 
and Dement started for the engine, and Roach 
started for the express car. Green and Roach 
went to the door of the car I went to the rear of 
the baggage car at the front of the coach. 
Roach then tried to cet into the express car and 
the shooting commenced. I took the conductor 
as he stepped off the coach. There were several 
men on the platform. I knew it was the con- 
ductor from his Jantern and the badge on his 
hat. The first shot was fired by the express 
messenger. I was to have got into the express 
car with the rest. The train running beyond 
the platform upset our plan completely, as the 
height from the ground to the car door was eo 
great that Roach conld not get in. Roach and 
Green both ran to the car door to get in quick. 
Roach spoke to the meseenger; I don’t know 
what be said. The first shot fired by the mes- 
senger came within three inches of hitting Green 
in the head ; I was still on the platform of the 
depot; I fired four shots, at no one, but merely 
to keep any one from coming out of the cars; 
then the train started ; Dement told me that he 
told the engineer to start the train. The object 
was to rob the train while in motion, and by the 
time we got to our horses. The signal, in case 
we got into the express car, was to be two shots. 
Instead of two there were avout a dozen, which 
scared the men on the engine and let them know 
there was something wrong. After the train had 
run past I walked up the track and overtook De- 
ment and Roach. Green was ahead of ue about 
half way to the horses. Weetcamein the last. 
We got to our horses and started for camp. We 
blacked our faces when we stopped ten miles 
from Kinsley to get supper. We used gun- 
powder and wetit, as it was easy to wash off 
We were all blacked but Gott. We washed it off 
the next day. Twenty miles from Kinsley, south 
of the river, we crossed the river and was in the 
Sand Hills by daylight. A party fired at us 
near where we got ovr horses, and as we 
rode off Snnday night we camped on the prairie 
near a little lake on the flat. Gott’s horse gave 
out Sunday morning. We left the horse 
and hid the saddle in deep grass off of the trail, 
about five miles trom the river in the Sand Hills ; 
about fifty yards to the left of the trail we made 
camp. The next day we went to Bluff Creek, 
staid there all night and the next morning sepa- 
rated. Roach and Dement, Green and Gott went, 
and I went together with them toward camp on 
the Beaver. I have not seen any of the rest, ex- 
cept West, since Tuesday night. West and I 
staid at the head of Saud Creek Wednesday 
night. We stopped at Lowell’s camp and were 
arrested. 
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Mysterious and Fatal Shooting. 


Mrs. Laura Wilson, while standing in the door- 
way of her sister’s, Mrs. Cluet, house in Weehaw- 
ken, N. J., on Friday, 5th inst., received a wound 
that itis believed will cause her death. The 
crack of a rifle was heard and at the eame instant 
Mrs. Wilson exclaimed, ‘‘ I’m shot,” and fell in 
the hall. When assistance reached her blood 
flowed copiously from a wound in the left breast, 
Medical assistance was brought and the ball 
probed for. Opinions differ as to who fired the 
shot, 
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The Kate Sothern Case. 

The Columbus, Ga., Enquirer thus cruelly 
knocks the romance out of the Kate Sothern 
case : 

We give in this paper the evidence elicited in 
the much-tslked-of trial of Kate Sothern. It 
differs as much as light and darkness from the 
sensational accounts we have been reading in 
certain correepondence. There is nothing in 
the scenes, the surroundings, nor the incidents 
to glean a tithe of romance. The whole was a 
fight between two women. while the gallant Bob 
Sothern and the rest looked on. They were all 
very ignorant people. Kate and her sister both 
centered on ‘‘ Sis” Cowart. There is no evidence 
that the men present tried to part the com- 
batants, nor does there appear to have been such 
aacene as the sentimental writer’s picture of 
Bob with pistol in hand forcing Kate’s way 
through a crowd. All that was the imagination 
of a fancy sketcher. Kate Sothern is not pretty, 
even. She is of medium height, about twenty 
yeare of age, and has dark brown hair, and the 
twavug ofa north Georgia cracker. She is very igno- 
rant, can hardly read or write, and Bub is worse 
educated than she. Kate is passably good look- 
ing, and weare imitation jet. She says the wit- 
nesses swore lies against her ; that she acted in 
self-defense; that she cannot dance, and that 
night at her father’s was the ‘‘ fust time she ever 
seed a reel run.” She is now on the plantation 
of Culonel Smith, in Washington county, and 
will be employed in the househuld, cooking and 
washing for the convicts who work on the plauta- 
tion. The six-month ‘‘ baby ” is sick—teething— 
and that now requires most of her time. She 
says no money has been sent her from the north. 
Her health is®ad. 

Her sixteen-year-old sister, sentenced to two 
years as an accessory to Kate’s crime, has been 
in Colonel Smith’s house as & servant. She is 
handsome, and has been taught to read and 
write by her kind mistress. On her father’s 
farm she worked in the field and drove an ox to 
the plow. Her sentence has proved a blessing 

Bob Sothern is nothing but a strong, good- 
looking animal—a common, ignorant boor. He 
is now a guard to convicts on the same planta- 
tion. The woman Kate killed was on a par with 
the reat. 

On reading this evidence one feels utterly dis- 
gusted with the amount of sentimental twaddle 
that bas been expended on the case. Nota scin- 
tilla can be obtained to excite a single expression 
of admiration. Why, the parties surrendered 
themeelves to get the reward, and the*under- 
standing was that Kate’s mother was to get $40 
ofthe money. Where even a fertile fancy could 
extract anything ot a romance from an atrocious 
crime we cannot imagine. 

We do not believe there is a single woman, no 
matter how warm and sympathetic her heart 
may be, who, after reading the strong testimony, 
will sign a petition for Kate’s Sothern’s pardon. 
Governor Colquitt did right. He weighed the 
evidence carefully, and displayed both justice 
and humanity in his decision. A crime has been 
committed, a woman killed another in her 
father’s house, after she had been received 
kindly by her parente—and then to demand of 
the authorities that she shall go free is prepos- 
terous. If such an act were pardoned, the doing 
so would be a mockery of law. Crime already 
has too much license because the statutes are 
not enforced. 
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A Young Girl's Disgrace and Death. 


MIpDDLETowN, N. Y., June 20.—In September, 
1877, Eliza Moore, a bright, handsome girl, only 
twenty-one years of age, was employed by 
George 8. Writer as a domestic in his hotel at 
Otisville, N. ¥Y , only nine miles from Middletown. 
The girl, who was the daughter of the late Wil- 
liam Mocre, of Westbrookville, was highly re- 
spected. She remained at the hotel until April 
1, 1878, when Mr. Writer moved to a large farm 
near Otisville, which he owned, and Mies Moore 
accompanied his family there. The first Sunday 
in June she went to Port Jervie, returning the 
same evening. The next day she performed her 
usual duties about the house, but became very 
ill while milking. Returning to the house, she 
reached her room and fell upon the floor in an 
exhausted condition. On June 4 she gave birth 
to a stillborn infant. Dr. A. Cook, of Otisville, 
was called to attend to her illness. Her condi- 
tion became critical she was removed to her 
mother’s house, at Westbrookville. After her 
removal she told Dr. Cook tiat she had gone to 
Port Jervis for the purpose of submitting to an 
operation in order to conceal her disgrace. 

Dr. Cook at once informed her mother, and 
the young girl made to them a full confession, 
being told by the pbysician that she had not 
long to live. In her dying statement Miss Moore 
charged her employer, Mr. Writer, with being 
the father of the child. After her condition was 
discovered he took her on four different occa- 
sions to a doctor in Port Jervis for treatment. 
Miss Moore alleged that Mr. Writer paid the 
doctor $20 each visit, and the last time the doctor 
performed an operatiofi upon her. She said the 
doctor assured her there was no danger and 
pleged her to secresy, saying she would send 
him to prison if she told. While‘on her way to 








the train she fainted at the Port Jervis depot. 
The girl died the third day after she made the 
confession of sin and dishonor. The cause of 
her death becoming known in the neighborhood, 
the strongest indignation has been aroused 
against the two men who she alleged were re- 
sponsible for her ruin and death. Lambert 
White, a young man to whom Miss Moore was 
engaged to be married, has employed J. M. 
Allerton, of Port Jervis, to prosecute the guilty 
parties. 

Mr. Writer, who is a man of considerable 
wealth and standing, has several grown up chil- 
dren and has hitherto borne a good name. The 
doctor referred to denied yesterday that he 
ever attended the girl, and claimed that she had 
never been in his office with Mr. Writer, as she 
alleged. 

The remains of the unfortunate girl are to be 
exhumed and a post mortem examination will 
be made by competent physicians. The case ie 
attracting the attention of all, and much sympa- 
thy is expressed for the young girl whose life 
came to an end in such a dark cloud. 





A Water Street Murder.

On Sunday night, 30th ult., Dennis Mahony, a 
notorious character from the purlieus of the 
** Hook,” met a young man named William Ken- 
nedy in front of Manning’s liquor store, on the 
corner of Jackson and Water streets. There had 
been a dispute between the two, on account of a 
woman. Kennedy was sitting on a keg appar- 
ently asleep, when Mahony stepped up to bim 





@{ and woke him up. Kennedy gave him a_blow, 


which led to hand-to-hand fight. In the course 
ofthe row Kennedy drew a pistol and fired. 
Mahony cried, ‘‘Oh'! Cap! oh! Cap! I’m shot.” 
He died within a few minutes. Kennedy ran 
away, but was pursued by Officer Landseadit, of 
the Seventh precinct, who overtook him on the 
corner of Cherry and Scannel streets, when he 
struck the officer in the face with a revolver, and 
then threw tife weapon into a yard, where it was 
found by a boy. The officer, with the assistance 
of Detective Crowley, succeeded in taking Ken- 
nedy to tbe Thirteenth precinct station house, 
where a charge of carrying concealed weapons 
was preferred against him, the oflicer at that 
time not being aware that any one had been 
shot. 

In the inquest the jury rendered a verdict 
against Kennedy. Mahony’s reputation was a 
bad one. He belonged to one of the worst gangs 
on the east side. In September, 1876, he was in 
Owney Geoghegan’s saloon, and there tried to 
shoot the proprietor. Officer O'Reilly, of the 
Fifteenth precinct, who was then in the Tenth 
precinct, was called in, and Mahony fired at him 
also. For the latter offense he was tried and sent 
to the penitentiary for eighteen months, from 
which he was released but a short time since, 
after having served fifteen months. Kennedy’s 
reputation wae not much better, he being the 
associate of the same gang. 





A Cincinnati Merchant Murdered.

Crixcrnnat1, O , June 26.—W. H. Andrews, the 
dry goods prince of Fourth street, in this city, 
was shot, probably fatally, at Warren, Pa., this 
morning early. The deed was done by a burglar. 
Mr. Andrews was a visitor at the house of his 
father-in-law, where the deed was done. He 
had only arrived the evening before. At2a.m., 
a burglar, who is supposed to be an old bird fol- 
lowed Mr. Andrews from his home in Cincinnati 
on purpose to rob him, entered the house from 
a window on the ground floor, looking out on 
the front stoop. He proceeded through the par- 
lor into the hall, and thence up-stairs into an 
upper hall, in which a dim light was burning. 
From this point he proceeded at once to the 
chamber occupied by Mr. Andrews and wife, and 
began opening a bureau drawer. He made some 
noise which awoke Mrs. Andrews, who at once 
arose in bed and faced the burglar, and also gave 
a terrible scream which awoke her husband. 
Mr. Andrews scrambled out of bed to grapple 
with the robber, who calmly drew a revolver and 
fired, the ball entering the left breast of Mr. 
Andrews just below the nipple. He fell prone 
upon the floor in an insensible condition. The 
villain then beat a hasty retreat down stairs, and 
made good his escape by the way he had entered. 
When picked up and cared for, Andrews was 
found insensible. Dr. Dawson, of this city, was 
at once telegraphed for, and went to the bed- 
side of the wounded man. The affair has created 
considerable excitement here.

With a 
foreboding of something terrible, as he now 
says, the man went down there, and by a faint 
light that struggled through a ecuttle-hole, saw 
the body of his wife 

LYING ON THE DAMP CELLAR FLOOR. 

Her throat presented a horribly mutilated 
appearance, being cut in several places. The 
head lay in a pool of blood, with hair matted and 
eyes staring, while at her left was to be seen a 
razor, a bread-knife and a butcher-knife, all the 
blades covered with half-dried blood and telling 
too well how the woman had died. The sight 
was enough to unnerve most any man—the hus- 
band was nearly crazed. He rushed trom the 
place and his ioud cries brought the neighbors 
running immediately in. 

It was found that Mrs. Little had first 
attempted the taking of her own life by hanging. 
The officers found a rope suspended to a piece 
of timber in the cellar, while under it was at up- 
turned tab. Why she abandoned this mode of 
leaving the world no one will ever know. Evi- 
dently she then possessed herself of all three 
weapons mentioned above, and carried them 
with her into the cellar, using each separate one, 
and one of them twice, as there were four cutsin 
her throat.

John Little and his wife were married on the 
14th of September, 1876. They had known each 
other but a short time. She was a native of 
Switzerland, and told John just before they were 
married that she was twenty-two years old and 
had been in this country five years. 

For nearly a year they had been living where 
the tragedy occurred, and, to use the expression 
of a neighbor, “seemed always as happy as 
birds.” On the 24th of last month, -however, 
Mrs. Little received some discouraging news 
from home, the exact nature of which was not 
learned. Since that time she had grown every 
day more and more despondent. Day before 
yesterday she told her husband that she was not 
what he supposed when he married her. Among 
other things she had deceived him as to her age, 
which was thirty ; in what other way he was left 
to think as he might. 

Mr. Little says he told her to overlook all that, 
and he would as well, and let everything go on 
as before. Mrs. Little is described as having 
been a very handsome woman, of plump build, 
and with blue eyes, to match a fair complexion 
and brown hair. 

While the officers were removing her remains 
from the cellar to the sleeping-room above, last 
evening the husband paced the yard outside, 
calling for his wife, and seemingly only half con- 
scious of all that was going on. It was thought 
advisable not to let him again see the mutilated 
remains. 


Miraculous Escape from Death. 
(Subject of Illustration.)

OxrorD, Mich., June 29 —A thrilling and re- 
markable accident occured in this place on the 
morning of the 25th.

The gallows is a very uld institution. It dates 
back to the days of Constantine the Great, who 
abolished crucifixion. It is not a pleasant thing 
for a man to have in his household, yet Cun the 
Great, an Italian Lord of the fourteenth century, 
had one erected in front of his house, and re- 
paired it cach year ; and iv France gallows used 
to stand before the houses of the territorial 
Seigneurs, and as of single, double or triple 
frame, so they indicated the rank of their owners 
to be that of a gentleman, knight or baron. 

In early days gallows, especially those in 
Eugliah vogue, had houka attached for the pur- 
pose of eviscerating and quartering the bodies 
of the criminals. Those barbarous appendages 
have long since been abolished, and the gallows 
of to-day is a very simple sort of an affair. Two 
upright posts, with a cross beam, make the 
franiework ; two cross pieces, fastened into the 
principal posts, and receiving the hinges, which 
fold horizuntally, make the platform. The traps 
are generally supported by « centre prop con- 
structed un the principle of the carpenter's rule. 
Aud generally, to secure the safety of the plat- 
form, two temporary props are arranged near the 
unter edge of the trap. I'he step ladder rests 
upon the left side as you are in front ot the gal- 
luws. A noose rope dangles from the cross beam 
over head and a wmal! cord near the centre prop. 
Tuis is the picture, then, of the much-dreaded 
instrument of torture. lun the fifteenth century 
the top of the gallows moved up and dowy like a 
pair of ecales. Atune end the halter, the other 
a weight. The halter was drawn down and 
placed around the criminal’s neck, and the 
weight at the other end lifted him from the 
ground. Sometimes an iron hoop with a strong 
chain was fastened around the body, but the 
chain was longer than the halter, so that when 
the latter was cut the hoop slipped to the arm 
pits and left the criminal exposed. If a mur- 
derer, he hung three days. Stone gallows were 
formerly used in Spain, and sometimes vurna- 
mented with a knife cut in the centre of the cross 
beam. T'he lioman gallows were very simple 
and called furca (a ferk). But iunovatione and 
new-fancied notions have even crept into the 
gallows business. Dr. Sam Juhneson told Sir 
Walter Scott ‘that men were to be hung in a 
new way ; that Tyburn itself was not even safe 
from innovation.” Guetz and Shea, who were 
hung in Cincinnati in 1859, were hung from 
pateut gallows, consisting of a platform with a 
double trap, which fell upon the touch of a pedal 
communicating with a lever below.
